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REPLY TO HAWAII 
MADE BY JAPAN 


EASTERN 
EM PIRE CONSENTS 
TO ARBITRATION. 


Difficulty Will Be Settled—King of the 
Belgians Proposed As Sole Arbitra­ 
tor—One Point that Count Okuma, 
Japan's Foreign Minister, Will Not 
Yield. 


Washington, Sept. 8.—The full text 
of the formal acceptance by the Japan­ 
ese *cU\ i i nment of the proposal to ar­ 
bitrate its differences with Hawaii has 
been received in this city, and a copy 
was delivered 
Tuesday to Secretary 
Saerman by the secretary of the Ja­ 
panese legation, Mr. Matsui. It is from 
Count Okuma, minister of foreign af­ 
fairs, 
to 
H. 
Shimamura, 
Japanese 
minister to Hawaii. After asknowledg- 
ing the receipt of Hawaii’s offer of ar 
bitration it says: 
“The imperial government are firmly 
Convinced that their complaints in this 
matter are well founded and that their 
demands are just and reasonable. Nev­ 
ertheless, in a spirit of conciliation and 
in the hope that their action may con­ 
tribute to the good relations of the two 
countries, they have resolved to accept, 
subject to certain necessary limitations 
and qualifications, the proposal of the 
government of Hawaii. 
“The reasons assigned by the minis­ 
ter of foreign affairs of Hawaii in favor 
of arbitration make it also desirable 
that the award, when pronounced, shall 
bo of the highest and most commanding 
character. 
Consequently the imperial 
government propose that the two gov­ 
ernments shall, when the proper time 
arrives, unite in requesting that his 
majesty the king of the Belgians may 
be pleased to accept the position of sole 
arbitrator. 
“The Imperial government are, more­ 
over, persuaded of the desirability of 
expressly defining 
the scope 
of the 
reference, not only In order to lighten 
the labors of the arbitrator, but with 
the view as well that the decision may 
address itself solely to the actual points 
of divergence. 
“We, therefore, propose that the two 
governments shall agree to the essen­ 
tial facts of the case and that the ar­ 
bitration shall be limited to specified 
questions at law’, 
and (in 
case the 
award is favor of Japan) the measure 
of damages suffered by the subjects of 
his imperial majesty. 
“It is due to frankness that I should, 
In this connection, state that for rea­ 
sons which are fully set forth in an­ 
other instruction the imperial govern­ 
ment cannot consent that the question 
of the bona fides of the possession of 
$50 by each of the rejected free labor­ 
ers, or of the applicability of the treaty 
of 1871 to the Japanese subjects other 
than those belonging to the merchant 
class, shall be regarded as points of 
issue upon which the decision of the 
arbitrator is to be invited. 
“If the government of the republic 
are prepared to meet the imperial gov­ 
ernment upon the foregoing essential 
points, it is not apprehended that any 
difficulty will be experienced in arriv­ 
ing at an understanding in reference to 
questions of minor importance. 
“I am, sir, etc., etc., 
“COUNT OKUMA 9HIGEN0BU, 
“Minister of Foreign Affairs." 
The following extracts from the in­ 
struction referred to by Count Okuma 
explain why the Japanese government 
wishes to restrict the scope of the ar­ 
bitration. Alluding to Mr. Cooper’s 
objection to the use of the words “ar­ 
bitrary” and “capricious” in character­ 
izing the refusal of the Hawaiian gov­ 
ernment to allow the Japanese immi­ 
grants to land, Count Okuma says:

FAMINE THREATENS IRELAND. 


Gloomy Crop Report# from th® Farm­ 
ing Districts of Ireland. 
New York, Sept. 8.—A dispatch from j 
London says that special inquiries j 
throughout Ireland fully corroborate 
the alarming predictions cabled Satur- | 
day of the failing of the harvest and a 
consequent impending famine. 
Cries 
of warning to the government are ris­ 
ing in a crescendo scale from all parts 
of Ireland. They are not confined, as 
Jo former years of distress, to the con­ 
gested districts on the western sea­ 
board. 
The potato crop is generally a fail­ 
ure, while the ether crops have been 
hopelessly injured by the unparalleled 
Inclemency of the season. To aggra­ 
vate the condition of affairs caused by

New Orleans, Sept. 8.—It was consid­ 
erably after midnight 
this morning 
when board of health office was closed 
for a few hours and the tired physi­ 
cians went home to snatch a few hours 
of rest. 
Up to that time, although the 
widest publicity had been given to the' 
Gelphi case and the desire of the board 
was known that every suspicious case 
should be promptly reported, no news 
was received at the office to lead to the 
belief that there existed a single case 
of yellow fever in New Orleans. 
The 
office was open early this morning, but 
up to 9 o’clock no report was made of 
any suspicious cases. 
The board will hold another meeting 
to act on quarantine regulations, and 
there will be 
informal conferences 
daily while the scare lasts. 
It is un­ 
derstood that at the meeting there will 
be some modifications of the regulations 
adopted yesterday quarantining the en­ 
tire coast, and steps will be taken to 
allow residents of New Orleans who 
are sojourning at unaffected ports to 
return to the city after having been 
properly examined and furnished with 
certificates that they have not been in 
proximity to any case of yellow fever. 
Although the action of Mobile and Gal­ 
veston in quarantining New Orleans is 
naturally resented, there is no dispo­ 
sition here to retaliate unless fever 
shall appear in one or both of those ci­ 
ties. 
Many small towns in Mississippi

The explosion occurred at Grant well, 
located at the rear of the

village limits. This well had just been 
shot by Samuel Barber. When the 120 
quarts of glycerin let down into the 
well exploded the gas ignited and the 
flames shot high above the derrick. 
Several drillers climbed into the der­ 
rick to shut off the gas, but they had 
hardly got there when there was a ter­ 
rific explosion of another 120 quarts 
of the stuff. 
The National Supply 
company’s 
building was completely demolished 
and nothing remains but a big hole 
where the wagons stood. There is not 
a whole pane of glass in any window 
In the town, and every house and store 
was shaken to its foundations. 
Who were In the derrick and who 
were killed cannot be learned now, ow­ 
ing to the excitement. 
Many specta­ 
tors were wounded.

was the .first intim ation th at any 
court outside of the municipal court 
had any claim to jurisdiction over 
criminal o Bes, as in 1895 a special act 
establishing a Waukesha municipal 
court and taking away all criminal 
cases from the justices was enacted by 
the legislature.
